The Abyssinian DiiDcuIly. 

English papers Buy that tho oxpodi- 
tion will be organizo^ id ludia, undor 
the oomHiand ot Sir Robert Napior, 
Commandor in-Chiet at Bombay, wbo 
is to be inlrus'od with the chief poli- 
tical as well as military authority. 
Sip Charles Stavoley has been solooiod 
asseoondin oommaDd. A quantity 
of steam transport has boon taken up 
and will start ior Bombay immediate- 
ly, BO as to be there in the courBe of 
November ; but the Bombay GoTern- 
ment have a'so provided a quantity 
of transport for tbemselvea. Officers 
have also been despatchod to varioas 
places to porcbase camels and inules. 
Massowali will probably be selected 
aB the base of operations, bat this 
point ie not finally settled. Three 
steamers have been provided, ^vhich 
are being iittod up us hospital ships, 
and will bo furnished with appropriulo 
stores, iledical oflioors will be ap- 
pointed to them. Tho whole of tho 
aVrangemonts aro undor the dirooiion 
of tho India Office in order to secure 
unity of action ; but the expouso will 
bo borne by Imperial funds. " Wil- 
liam Coninghaino " remarks; — Now 
that we have got into tho scrape, let 
us, at all ovoDts, act with camion. 
Instead of eend'Dg a corps of 10,000 
fighting men, accompanied by twice 
that number of camp followers, let 
picked men only be sent, or volunteers, 
say 5000 or lO.UOO, with tho smallest 
possible amouDo of baggage, and with 
Dooe bat men able to fight. Tbia in" 
vasion of the dcminioua of Theodore, 
king of a million of savages like him 
self, by an army of 30,000 men, is 
simply prepostoroas. The estimated 
Qosl of ihe expedition is at least seven 
millions. The Indian military author- 
ities aro to run up tho bill, and, this 
time, we aro to have the plousuro of 
paying it. Biit who is to bo hold ro- 
spoiisiblo for th6 amount 'i Tlio Gov- 
ernment aro proasing forward tho ar- 
rangemoiits lor tho oxpnditiou with 
every poHsiblo rapidiiy. Fifteen large 
StoaraoiB have been chartered for the 
purpose of cariying troupn, and three 
Others which have been provided aro 
being fitted up as hoHpital ships, and 
will have medical officors appointed to 
them and be faruiobed with suitable 
stores. Four officers of tho Boyal 
Artillery, foar of the Military Train, 
and an engineer officer, who are to be 
accompanied by sizteoD veterinary 
surgeons, are under orders to proceed 
first to the south of Franco and Italy, 
and, if necessary, to the countries 
bordering on Abyssinia, to purchase 
transport animals. It is said that a 
squndron of English dra^'oons, four 
regiments of Indian native irregular 
cavalry, and two batteries of artillery 
armed with steel rifled 7-pound how- 
iizors, now being prepared in ihe 
Eoyal Arsenal at W^oolwich, wiif form 
part of tho force. Tho expedition, 
which is to bo organised in India, will 
bo under tho command of Sir Robert 
jNapior, Commander«.in-Chief at Bora- 
bay, who is al.so to bo intiualod with 
tho chief political amhoniy. Sir C. 
blavoly will bo second in command. 
Sir Robert Napior, the polilical and miliiai)' 
chief of itie AiiyHsininn expeditionary furce, 
ie, Bays ihe Army and Niwy Gazette, eaaen- 
tially au Indian ollicer — odo of tlie proJuols 
of ihut great furcing bed llie Bonf^nl Eu- 
gintera. no w, uluH ! " cavoii in," and levelled 
and umuljiainuiL'd out o( its idoniiiy. lie in 
scarcely related to the universal Napiurs ol 
land ond sea of Mercbiatoun ; bot he lias 
maDj of the very heat qaaliiies of the race, 
and wilbal is very simple, very olever, very 
amiable, aicoere and kiodly.
